The Japanese arrangements mast have been 
thoroughly complete when, on the arst of 
Yovember, a Chinese force in two larze columns 
advanced from Port Arthur to attack them, 
Walting until the first colamn bad advanced 
close to thelr lines, the Japanese opened a ter- 
rible fire from rifles, Maxim and field-gune, The 
first Chinese column broke and fled, and the 
second columo, which was never under fire, led 
tho retreat. : 

CHINESE DISORGANTSATION. ; 

The Japanese advanced to storm the nearest 
forts which wern all countermloed, bat before 
they arrlved within the radlus of the mines the 
Chinese in thelr excitement fired the whole tralia
